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MURDERER Mark Mosley was 
jailed for 30 years on Monday 
after being found guilty of killing 
a fellow traveller with a sawn- 
off shotgun in the early hours of 
New Year’s Day. 

Mosley was found guilty of the 
murder of father-of-four Jessie 
Smith, 36, at a traveller site in 
Burwell following an eight-week 
trial at Cambridge Crown Court. 

A jury returned a unanimous 
verdict after less than 24 hours 
of deliberation. 

Sentencing him, Judge Antho¬ 
ny Bate said Mosley compound¬ 
ed this “chillingly wicked and 
brutal act by showing a callous

indifference to Jessie’s fate” and 
made “no effort to summon help 
then or later”. 

Mosley, of First Drove, Burwell, 
was also sentenced to 10 years 
in prison - to run concurrently 
- for the attempted murder of 
Jessie Smith’s nephew Paul 
‘Rambo’ Smith, and the unlaw¬ 
ful possession of a firearm with 
intent to endanger life. 

He was also given a three-year 
prison term for causing actual 
bodily harm to Albert Smith, to 


also run concurrently. 

During the trial, the court 
heard Mosley shot Mr Smith, of 
Common Road, Potton, in the 
back at point-blank range with 
a sawn-off shotgun, having al¬ 
ready attempted to kill Rambo 
by pushing the gun into his 
stomach and pulling the trig¬ 
ger. The gun, that time, did not 
go off. 

Judge Bate passed sentence 
on Mosley after considering per¬ 
sonal statements from Jessie’s 
widow, Lisa, and their 15-year- 
old twin daughters who, he said, 
“speak movingly and eloquently 
of her family’s profound and en¬ 


during sense of loss at Jessie’s 
life being cut short in his prime” 
and Rambo. He said while there 
was a “lack of premeditation 
and limited criminal record” he 
regarded Mosley as a “very dan¬ 
gerous man” who posed a high 
risk to the public. 

Detective Inspector A1 Page, 
from the Bedfordshire Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit, who led the investi¬ 
gation, said after the hearing: “I 
hope the conviction and today’s 
sentencing provides Jessie’s 
family with some comfort and 
allows them to continue rebuild¬ 
ing their lives.”

Armed man tries 
to raid bookies 


A MASKED man armed with 
a knife threatened staff at a 
Newmarket betting shop on 
Monday night in a terrifying 
attempted robbery. 

Two staff members were 
in Betfred, in Valley Way, 
when the man, wearing a 
white mask and a black hat, 
burst in wielding a knife and 
demanded money at about 
8.55pm. 

The staff, a man and a 
woman, managed to lock 
themselves in a back office 
and activate the alarm while 
the man was brandishing the 
knife over the counter. 

The would-be robber left 
the shop empty-handed after 
failing to get over the counter 
and access any cash. 

Police are appealing for 
information following the 
incident which left the staff 
members “shaken” but not 
hurt. 

The man is described as be¬ 
ing about 5ft 7in tall, of thin 
build, and was also wearing a 
black hooded top and black 
jogging bottoms, or similar. 
He was also carrying a draw¬ 
string bag. 
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He targeted the branch just 
over half an hour before it 
was due to close at 9.30pm. 

Valley Way residents ex¬ 
pressed their shock after the 
incident. 

One man, who did not 
want to be named, said he 
had been in the area at about 
8.45pm but had not seen an¬ 
ything happening around the 
shop. 

The businessman, who 
traded locally, said it could 
have been his premises. 

“It was a lucky escape for 
us,” he said. “What we need 
is a camera in this area. There 
have been times before where 
we have been broken into 
through the front door and 
no one has seen anything.” 

Another woman, who also 
did not want to be named, 
said she was always more 
careful in the area on darker 
winter nights. 

She told the News : “It’s 
quiet around here from about 
8.30pm but as it gets darker 


outside we always make sure 
we don’t hang around on our 
own. I am very shocked this 
has happened.” 

Other business owners also 
said they had not seen any¬ 
thing out of the ordinary at 
the time of the incident, with 
a number having closed ear¬ 
lier in the evening. 

Betfred’s head office has 
echoed the police appeal to 
catch whoever was responsi¬ 
ble. 

A company spokesman 
added: “The safety of our staff 
and customers is paramount 
and we are working with the 
police to catch these crimi¬ 
nals.” 

Officers are asking anyone 
with information or who may 
have been in the Valley Way 
area at the time to call West 
Suffolk CID on 101 quot¬ 
ing crime number 12735.

Cycle route guides 


to show off county 


Bag Suffolk, 
detailing cycle 
routes around 
the county 
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TAKE in the glorious sights of Suf¬ 
folk, including Newmarket and the 
surrounding area, thanks to two new 
cycling guides created by a resident. 

Keen cyclist Ian Toulson started 
work on the guides, named Bar Bag 
Suffolk, in the summer of 2013 after 
deciding he wanted to ride around 
the county boundary. 

Many of the routes pass through 
Newmarket and the surrounding 
areas and Ian said the guides were 
ideal for people who wanted to cycle 
tour the area. 

He said: “In planning my route I 
had tried to keep it as safe as possi¬ 
ble which resulted in short detours 
into the neighbouring counties of 
Essex and Norfolk. 

“Following the ride I began to 
think about other rides in Suffolk 
and finally came up with a plan to 
devise a number of loops. 

“The resulting neighbouring 
routes link up on the county bound¬ 
ary, so that a large variety of loops 
are available. 

“Although the individual routes 
range from around 30 to 130 miles, 
they are not necessarily designed to 
be ridden in a day but taking one’s 
time to enjoy the countryside and 
villages and small towns through 
which the rider passes.” 

Ian, who has also cycled around 
Ireland and taken on a number of 
charity rides, tried and tested all of 


the routes himself before producing 
the guides, ensuring they also in¬ 
cluded information from signposts 
or road signs to help the rider. 

The rides mainly begin from Bury 
St Edmunds but can be joined at sec¬ 
tions along the route. 

Ian added: “The two books should 
hopefully provide sufficient details 
for cyclists of any level of fitness to 
enjoy a day or days on the road to 
enjoy the county of Suffolk. 


The books will also be raising 
money for the Walsham-le-Willows 
Open Gardens weekend which fun¬ 
draises for the village of St Mary’s in 
Suffolk. 

The guides are sold as a pair and 
can be bought from Ian for £6 each 
with £1.50 postage and packaging 
costs.

Details of the consultation will be 
launched after November 10.

New funding 
for community 


CHARITIES and organisa¬ 
tions in the Forest Heath 
area will be benefiting from 
new funding in a scheme by 
the district council. 

A total of £90,000 has been 
awarded to groups in the 
first batch of grants, which 
saw charities, community 
and voluntary organisations 
being asked to show how 
their work will “help sup¬ 
port families and strengthen 
community resilience”. 

Suffolk West Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau has been award¬ 
ed £23,286 for a six month 
pilot scheme to provide an 
outreach service to Laken- 
heath, which will increase 
access to advice about ben¬ 
efits, debt and housing and 
access to a free independent 
financial adviser. 

A total of £23,214 has been 
given to Shared Parenting to 
develop a map of parenting 
support in the area, as well 
as run parenting workshops, 
a dads’ parenting course, 
and deliver a parenting con¬ 
ference. 

And £5,500 has been giv¬ 
en to Suffolk Digital Cin¬ 
ema Network to attract new 
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members and run more 
family or cross generation 
film events to “combat isola¬ 
tion” and “strengthen com¬ 
munity bonds”. 

A further £5,000 has been 
given to Unit Twenty Three 
to support the tour of a so¬ 
cial enterprise play and 
workshops to lead to further 
development of the Young 
Carers network 

Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service (SARS) has received 
£1,500 to help provide local 
specialist critical care. 

The cash has come from 
the Community Chest, 
launched by Forest Heath 
District Council in June, to 
simplify how grants can be 
provided and new ways they 
can improve the lives of resi¬ 
dents. 

Cllr Robin Millar, For¬ 
est Heath District Council’s 
cabinet member for fami¬ 
lies and communities, said: 
“These are the first projects 
to receive funding from 
our Community Chest and 


we hope that the work that 
these organisations will now 
be able to undertake will 
make a real difference to 
people’s lives. 

“All of these projects 
look to target a social issue, 
whether it is debt manage¬ 
ment, problems with par¬ 
enting, social isolation, or 
simply building that sense 
of community, and provide a 
level of early intervention to 
help our communities help 
themselves. 

“I look forward to seeing 
the results.” 

More than £500,000 has 
been made available for the 
Community Chest scheme in 
2016/17, with the first round 
of applications now closed. 
The organisations awarded 
cash in the first round will be 
announced in early January, 
the council said.

“We are excited for the 
transfer of our mission to 
Italy and growing upon 
the relationships we have 
formed from the past 
several years of staging 
rescue operations from 
there.” 

District council leader 
James Waters said: “The 
bigger picture to all this 
is that the USAF is still 
committed to expanding 
its presence at RAF Fak¬ 
enheath and we were ex¬ 
pecting a shuffling of its 
pack ahead of the arrival 
of the F-35s and 1,200 ad¬ 
ditional personnel.”

THE Chief Constable of 
Suffolk police is going into 
retirement after a long 
period of sick leave. 

Douglas Paxton, pictured, 
who came to Suffolk in 
March 2013 to take up the 
position, will have his last 
day on November 30. 

The Chief Constable has 
been on extended sick leave 
since December last year 
due to an illness which the 
force has not disclosed. 

Temporary Chief 
Constable Gareth Wilson 
will be continuing in the 
role until a permanent 
replacement is found. 

Mr Paxton said: "It has 
been the highlight of my 
career to return to Suffolk 
and serve alongside 
colleagues old and new as 



their Chief Constable. 

"I have had the privilege 
of serving alongside some 
of the most dedicated 
and talented policing 
professionals in the best 
constabulary in the country. 

"As I move into retirement 
I want to wish the police 


and my deputy, Gareth 
Wilson, every success as 
they take on the challenge 
of resourcing and shaping 
the constabulary to meet the 
challenges of the future." 

Mr Paxton had previously 
served in the ranks of 
constable to superintendent 
between 1989 and 2002, as 
well as serving in the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire 
police forces. 

Tim Passmore, police 
and crime commissioner, 
said: "I would like to take 
this opportunity to thank 
Douglas for his contribution 
to policing in Suffolk and 
I wish him well in his 
retirement." 

Gareth Wilson will be 
supported by Temporary 
Deputy Steve Jupp. 


REVELLERS in Newmarket 
may be breathalysed on the 
door of two clubs to see if they 
are sober enough to go in. 

Unique and Innocence 
nightclubs were given breath¬ 
alysers over the Hallowe’en 
weekend to carry out vol¬ 
untary breath tests on 
weekend clubbers. 

The initative was 
to raise aware¬ 
ness of issues 
around “pre- 
loading” and 
binge drinking. 

And it may 
continue in the 
coming weeks as 
the clubs can be 
loaned the devices 
from Suffolk police for a 
maximum for three months. 

Four people were refused 
entry under the scheme over 
the weekend. 

Pc Amanda Garnham, from 
Suffolk police’s licensing team, 
said: “These deviced allow 
door staff to better gauge how 
much alcohol someone has 
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had and in turn help them re¬ 
fuse entry to someone who is 
too drunk. 

“This gives additional pro¬ 
tection to venues who 
might otherwise be 
concerned at the 
prospect of in¬ 
advertently sell¬ 
ing alcohol to 
somebody who 
is already too 
drunk which is 
obviously an of¬ 
fence.” 

Pc Garnham 
said the initiative is to 
support venues and as¬ 
sist door staff in “turning peo¬ 
ple away who may not always 
appear drunk on the surface”. 

She added: “It’s about get¬ 
ting people to realise how 
much alcohol they are drink¬ 
ing before heading into clubs. 

“All too often we deal with 
people who are so drunk they 


cannot think straight and can 
barely walk. 

“They lose all sense of re¬ 
sponsibility which clearly 
makes them vulnerable and 
that’s where the risk increases 
of someone becoming a vic¬ 
tim of crime, being injured or 
involved in violence or disor¬ 
der.” 

Donna Woollard, the des¬ 
ignated premises supervisor 
of Unique, said the idea was 
“fantastic” and a “great tool” 
to have. 

She said: “People are less 
inclined to argue if they blow 
a high reading and are refused 
entry or service.” 

The initiative was also used 
at Brazilia nightclub in Bury 
St Edmunds and Carbon in 
Stowmarket for their under 18 
events. 

There, if customers had a 
trace of alcohol, they were re¬ 
fused entry. 

The breath tests were pro¬ 
vided by Suffolk police but 
used and carried out by door 
staff at the venues.

PLANNING 


Residents happy as 
factory is rejected 


PLANS for a factory and 
distribution centre in 
Newmarket have been re¬ 
jected by councillors to 
the delight of nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

The application by Cl 
Industries was to build on 
a site in St Leger Drive on 
the Studlands estate. It was 
refused on the grounds 
that it was “unneighbour- 
ly” due to its height, which 
had only been reduced by 
half a metre since it was 
deferred by councillors 
last month. 

Vincent Close resident 
Gail Spoore again spoke 
against the application at 
last Wednesday evening’s 
meeting at Forest Heath 
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District Council. 

She said: “The building 
is far too big and too tall 
for this plot and too close 
to the road into the estate. 

“Large industrial units 
like this should be built 
away from family homes, 
not squeezed into a small 
plot. This is going to make 
our lives intolerable.” 

Councillor Carol Lynch 
proposed immediately 
to refuse the application, 
saying it was “far and away 
too large” and would be 
“overbearing on residents”. 

Cllr Ruth Allen second¬ 


ed the proposal and said: 
“I believe this is much too 
large for this place. 

“This monstrosity 
should not be built in this 
location.” 

Cllr Simon Cole said that 
while 150 jobs, whether 
low skilled or not, should 
not be sniffed at, the 
building was not right for 
the area. 

He said: “This building 
is huge and the amount 
of noise coming from that 
will be quite vast. 

“The noise, a beep beep 
beep, from vehicles in the 
building for 12 hours a day 
will drive you mad.” 

Cllr Allen added that in 
just the immediate vicin¬ 


ity, “50 to 60 homes” would 
be affected by the factory. 

Forest Heath councillors 
voted to reject the applica¬ 
tion. 

Newmarket town coun¬ 
cillor David Wright went to 
show their support against 
the application along with 
a number of residents. He 
told the News: “We are 
very happy it has been re¬ 
jected. I think refusing it 
now rather than deferring 
it again will save a lot of 
minor adjustments in the 
future - it would be like 
being pecked to death by 
a duck.” 

The applicants could 
not be contacted for com¬ 
ment.

went on throughout my 
teenage years and my 20s 
and then in 2012, the day be¬ 
fore Christmas Eve, she was 
unable to walk; it was like 
she had forgotten how to use 
her legs. 

“Mum was admitted to 
hospital and after many 
weeks of support she re¬ 
gained her ability to walk 
but further tests revealed 
she had frontotemporal de¬ 
mentia. 

“It was a huge shock but 
although it wasn’t a diagno¬ 
sis we wanted to hear - or 
even properly understood at 
that time - there was some 
relief in putting a name to 
the way mum had been be¬ 
having for all these years. 

“As mum’s condition has 
progressed the level of care 
she needs has increased and 
for the last two years she has 
lived in a residential care 
home where she gets the as¬ 


sistance that she needs. 

“I support Alzheimer’s Re¬ 
search UK because I live in 
the hope that one day the fu¬ 
ture will be different for oth¬ 
er families facing a diagnosis 
of dementia, and that there 
will be effective treatments 
to stop the disease process 
in its tracks. 

“I’ve accepted that any 
new treatments will most 
likely be too late for mum 
now, but she would be im¬ 
mensely proud to know that 
my efforts may make a dif¬ 
ference for those who are yet 
to receive a diagnosis.”

No warning of 
school closure 


PARENTS have been left in 
the lurch after a nursery in 
Red Lodge closed without 
warning on Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

Jumpin Beans pre school, 
in the Millenium Centre in 
Red Lodge, gave a note to 
parents advising them of 
the closure as they came to 
drop off their children at the 
school that morning. 

The note said: “It is with 
regret and sorrow that 
Jumpin Beans is closing to¬ 
day (Thursday, November 
5) due to untenable funding 
issues within Suffolk County 
Council. 

“We have been working 
hard to resolve the issues 
but with no resolution in 
sight.” 

One parent, Elisa Smith, 
said that tearful staff mem¬ 
bers only opened the doors 
to give parents the note, and 
said it seemed they also had 
not had any warning of the 
closure. 

She told the News : “I was 
dropping off my three-year-

old daughter Harmony. Two 
of the workers were very 
emotional and were hand¬ 
ing out these letters. 

“We had no warning at all. 
I am lucky that I don’t work 
at the moment but other 
parents were dropping their 
children off before work and 
have been left completely in 
the lurch.” 

The situation has left 
Harmony without a perma¬ 
nent school, and may cause 
problems as Elisa does not 
drive. 

She added: “If we have 
to find new childcare it 
will have to be one in Red 
Lodge. It’s all up in the air 
at the moment but if there 
is a chance of it reopening I 
would rather keep Harmony 
there as it takes a while for 
her to settle in and she really 
enjoyed Jumpin Beans. 

“It was very upsetting. My 
daughter couldn’t under¬ 


stand why she couldn’t go 
in.” 

Suffolk County Council 
said the closure was a deci¬ 
sion of the owner. 

A spokesman said: “We 
understand from the busi¬ 
ness owner that they have 
decided to close both the 
Jumpin Beans Day Nursery 
based at the Millenium Cen¬ 
tre at Red Lodge, and the 
Jumpin Beans Pre School 
based on Grove Road in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

“Suffolk County Council 
is now working closely with 
the parents of all the chil¬ 
dren who have been attend¬ 
ing these childcare providers 
to help them find suitable 
childcare elsewhere.” 

The News was unable to 
contact Jumpin Beans for 
comment. 

The council added that 
parents who need assistance 
in finding childcare should 
call the Suffolk Lamily In¬ 
formation Service helpline 
on 0345 60 800 33, or search 
online at suffolk.gov.uk/fsd.

While Grant says those three 
items are “absolute dead certs” 
for selling well before Christmas, 
he points out: “That isn’t to say 
that the Millennium Falcon from 
Star Wars or the biggest, best 
and most interactive lightsaber 
that I’ve ever sold in 35 years, or 
Thunderbirds Tracy Island, are 
going to be any less in demand. 
“But at the moment, from what 
we’ve seen, there's fair stocks 
available.” 

He also warns that demand 
for Lego, whose sales rose 17 per 
cent last year and are thought 
to be up 15 per cent this year, is 
much higher than availability. 

“Lego is absolutely flying in the 
shops at the moment. And on 
top of that you’ve got Star Wars, 
which is going to increase Lego 
sales as well. 

“Availability is going to be 
challenging, and if I was a 


parent with a known Lego set 
in mind for Christmas, I wouldn’t 
leave that purchase late. 

“Its popularity is outstanding, 
and is testament to a high- 
quality toy that delivers what’s 
on the box. You never speak to 
a child that’s disappointed with 
their Lego set - it’s got all the 
elements of things you’d want 
a child to do to develop as a 
creative person: imagination, 
creativity, instruction-following. 
It’s a box of fun learning.” 

Grant points out that the 
importance of toys at all 
times of the year cannot be 
underestimated, and stresses: 
“Sometimes we think of toys as 
frivolous, when actually it’s how 
children learn. There’s far more 
growth and knowledge gained 
when a child plays with a toy 
than there is when they play with 
a computer game.”

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HOME SECURITY 

I As the festive shopping gets under way, homes become more attractive 

W to burglars. Lisa Salmon reveals how to ensure your house is secure 


EXPERT ADVICE FOR A SECURE HOME 



Crime prevention officer 
Chris Joyce, from West 
Yorkshire Police, points 
out that burglars look for 
opportunities - an open 
window, an unlocked 
door, a house in complete 
darkness and attractive 
items on view through 
windows. 

And as people are often 
out at work dos, late-night 
shopping, carol concerts 
and other events over the 
Christmas period, it’s vital 


that homes are left looking 
occupied. 

He says: “We want 
this to be a very merry 
Christmas for members 
of the public, but I really 
want to remind people 
how important it is to keep 
their home secure. 

“I would encourage 
people not to put presents 
under the tree before it’s 
absolutely necessary - 
items that have taken a 
lot of saving up for may 


be very attractive to a 
burglar. Coming home to 
find that presents have 
been stolen would be 
absolutely heartbreaking, 
and something that 
nobody should have to go 
through. 

“We’re urging residents 
to consider what the true 
cost of burglary would be 
to them and take some 
simple steps to reduce 
their chances of a burglar 
ruining their Christmas.” 


IT might sound like the plot of Nineties’ 
Christmas classic Home Alone, but the 
festive season - with its visits to family 
and friends and, of course, all those 
presents - attracts burglars to homes. 

Research from Halifax Home 
Insurance has shown a 25 per cent 
increase in December theft claims, with 
an average of nearly 50 claims made 
each day over the Christmas period. 

So, there’s never a better time to step 
up your home security - and for the 12 
days of Christmas, here are 12 festive 
security tips, compiled with the help of 
the DIY security company Swann. . . 

1. Even if you don’t have children 
to hide presents from, make sure 
criminals can’t see them through your 
windows and doors by hiding them in 
cupboards and under beds. 

2. If you’re going away for Christmas, 
make the house look lived in. Turning 
on lights when no one’s at home 

in winter can deter burglars. You 
can buy timers that will turn lights on 
automatically, or just ask a friend or 
neighbour to keep an eye on your 
property, open and close curtains and 
put lights on. 

3. If you’re going away, ask a neighbour 
to park their car in your driveway to 
make it look like someone’s home. 

4. Keep an eye on any suspicious 
behaviour in the neighbourhood. 
Security cameras for inside and outside 


the home can enhance your home 
security and peace of mind, but as 
they’re not within everyone’s budget, 
being vigilant has to be the next best 
thing. 

5. Make sure all windows and doors are 
firmly shut and locked when leaving 
home. Leaving an entry path slightly 
open is a temptation for a burglar. 

6 . Don’t leave notes for couriers saying 
no one’s in. Make sure you’ve sent 
instructions about where to leave 
parcels if you’re out. 

7. Make sure all packaging is ripped up 
and buried in bins, so criminals can’t 
easily see what’s been added to an 
already festive-filled house. 

8 . Don’t openly display your Christmas 


tree and gifts in the front window so 
it's easily visible from the street. It can 
be tempting for criminals to smash the 
window and grab wrapped packages. 

9. Make sure your outside lights 
aren’t burning 24 hours a day, and 
newspapers or advertising flyers aren’t 
piled up through your letterbox. Again, 
you might need to ask a neighbour to 
collect your mail and free papers if you 
go away. 

10. Burglars know to look for the hidden 
door key near the front entrance. 

Don’t hide spare keys under rocks, 
in flowerpots, or above door ledges. 
Instead, give the spare key to a trusted 
neighbour. 

11. Burglars prefer to enter through 


unlocked doors or windows, so an 
electricity extension cord running 
through an open window to exterior 
Christmas lights can be an open 
invitation. Hire an electrician to install 
an inexpensive exterior outlet for festive 
outdoor lights. 

12. Make sure your family name isn’t visible 
outside your house, like on a mailbox. 
Criminals can get your number from 
directory enquiries and call your home 
to confirm there’s no one in. And don’t 
leave descriptive telephone answering 
machine messages like “We’re away 
skiing for Christmas, please leave a 
message.” Burglars love to hear they 
have plenty of time to ransack your 
home.

Steve Harley on... Cambridge 

I know Cambridge extremely well. 

One of my greatest pleasures - it's 
indescribably wonderful for me - is 
to go and spend a couple of hours at 
the Fitzwilliam.

Then I cross the road and have a nice 
quiet bacon and eggs in Browns. My 
daughter was four years at Cambridge 
University. My wife and I come to the 
Arts Picturehouse, we come for dinner.

... musicians 

You find that musicians with really nice 
personalities - really pleasant people - 
are also beautiful musicians.

When you get a lot of leading 
guitarists - remember you're talking to a 
man who, in the 70s, made two albums 
without a guitar - I couldn't bear the 
racket they were making. They get away 
with murder, there's so many bad notes 
in those players' range.

Did you see [Jim, 
guitarist] Creegan 
on telly with Rod 
Stewart?

Fuel prices still falling 

PETROL prices have fallen for 
a fourth consecutive month, 
according to new data. 

The average price of unleaded 
at the end of October was 
107.8p, compared to 109.5p at 
the start of the month, the RAC 
Fuel Watch found. 

This is equivalent to a saving of 
90p on the cost of filling up an 
average 55-litre family car. 

Since July, the cost of a full tank 
has fallen by £5.08 for unleaded. 

The price of diesel only 
reduced fractionally in October, 
down from 110.26p to 109.95p 
- but it is not far off the lowest 
price since December 2009, 
which was recorded in the first 
week of September at 109.76p. 

The continued run of lower 
fuel prices is being driven by the 
oil price, which remains below 
50 US dollars a barrel - despite 
a 2 per cent increase throughout 
the month. 


Time 


A S summer is now behind us, 
should you be thinking about 
winter tyres, and when is the 
best time to switch? 

The brief Indian summer the UK 
has been enjoying lately is sadly 
past and winter is on the way. With 
forecasters predicting the worst 
winter weather in a long time, many 
drivers are thinking about fitting cold 
weather tyres to their cars. Should 
they and, if so, when is the right time 
to make the change? 

First things first: what are winter 
tyres? They are tyres designed 
specifically for use in colder 
temperatures. They are not snow 
tyres, which have a much more 
aggressive tread pattern and are for 
use on 4x4 off-road vehicles. 

Winter tyres are made from rubber 
that allows more movement in the 
tread pattern than summer tyres, 
which allows slush and snow to 
disperse. This design also allows the 
tyre to warm up more quickly, which 
helps it provide more grip rather than 
summer tyres, which remain brittle 
at temperatures below 7-degrees 
centigrade. 

That temperature is the key to 
knowing when to switch to winter 
tyres from your car's usual summer 
rubber. It's wise to change before the 


to go full winter 



chilly weather sets in so you are not 
caught out when the first frosty blasts 
arrive. 

This does not mean you need to 
worry about driving on winter tyres 
in warmer conditions, as this type 
of tyre remains fully functional and 
completely safe at temperatures 





of up to 20-degrees centigrade. It 
gives you a lot of leeway in picking 
when to swap to winter tyres, but 
late autumn is a good bet before 
frost and ice starts to appear in the 
mornings. 

Many drivers will worry about the 
cost of fitting a second set of tyres 


when their existing ones have plenty 
of tread and life in them. While 
buying winter tyres will add to your 
running costs in the short-term, it 
won't cost you any more over the 
ownership period of the car. This is 
because you will be using one set 
of tyres in the summer and another 
set in the winter, so the tyre wear is 
spread across two sets of tyres. 

Aside from the cost issue, there 
is also safety to consider. If you 
stick with a set of summer tyres for 
your car all-year round, you greatly 
increase the risk of a collision on 
snowy or icy roads. On summer 
tyres, it takes the average car 43m to 
stop from 30mph on snow-covered 
roads, while a car with winter 
tyres will pull up in 35m. That's a 
difference of two car lengths. 

In winter, the risk of drivers being 
involved in a collision, regardless 
of who causes it, increases six-fold. 
During the harsh winter of 2010, 
more than three million drivers were 
involved in a collision of some type 
and almost half of all drivers reported 
being in a near-miss. 

Given the winter of 2015/16 is 
predicted to be as bad or worse than 
that in 2010, swapping to winter 
tyres in the next few weeks makes a 
great deal of sense.

HAYLEY Turner had to be content 
with second place on her final 
mount as she signed off her riding 
career at Doncaster on Saturday. 

The 32-year-old Newmarket- 
based rider looked set for a dream 
success as Buonarotti hit the front 
with a couple of furlongs to run 
in the feature Betfred November 
Handicap, but top-weight Litigant 
swept through to claim the prize 
and spoil the party. 

Turner was nevertheless pleased 
with her last spin on a British 
racecourse and was positive as she 
exited the unsaddling enclosure for 
the final time. 

“The horse ran a blinder. Declan 
(Carroll, trainer) actually really fan¬ 
cied him before the race so he gave 
me plenty of confidence,” she said. 

“I did (think I might win) but when 
George (Baker, jockey on Litigant) 
came past me like that, I thought he 
would do well to hang on for second 
and he did and kept going. 

“He’s run a blinder. There’s no 
tears -1 feel all right about it.” 

Turner has enjoyed something 
of a farewell tour this week, with 
victories aboard Yul Linegold at 
Southwell on Tuesday and Clovelly 
Bay at Chelmsford on Lriday evening 
ensuring the ground-breaking lady 
rider bowed out with something of a 
bang. 

“The week couldn’t have gone 
any better really,” she said. 

“I had a winner at Southwell, 
which is obviously close to my heart, 
and then I had another last night. 

“The people have been so nice to 
me and looked after my family very 
well. 

“It was nice to have a winner for 
Conor (Dore) at Southwell as we’ve 
had a good bit of success together.” 

There was also a nice synergy about

Everyone at Juddmonte is very 
shocked and saddened by it.” 

Eddery’s achievements put him 
on record as one of the greatest 


Turner’s final ride being trained by 
Carroll as the handler had supplied 
her first mount back in 2000. 

He said: “She’s given the horse a 
super ride. 

“They were beaten by a very good 
horse today. We’re pleased and I’m 
pleased that Hayley is getting out in 
one piece. She’s a top rider. 

“She is very brave, she has a lot 
of bottle and good hands - she’s a 
natural really. 

“I gave the horse a squeak and 
he’s run a good race.” 

Turner bows out with 761 
winners to her credit and boasts 
some notable firsts on her record, 
including the distinction of being the 
only woman to win a British Group 
One race outright following Dream 
Ahead’s July Cup success in 2011.

Turner was also crowned joint 
champion apprentice with Saleem 
Golam back in 2005 and as well as 
being champion female jockey on 
nine occasions, she is also the only 
British-based lady to have ridden 
100 winners in a season in 2008. 

While Turner has signed off on 
the domestic front, she will be in 
action in South Africa later this 
week before hanging up her saddle 
for good. 

■ Lady Jane Cecil failed to bow out 
on a winner as Western Reserve 
could finish only fourth at Wood¬ 
bine in Canada on Sunday evening.
